Gentlemen, you might as well realize 
first as last that Chicago intends to have 
pure milk and milk free from disease if it is 
possible to have it,” asserted the commis- 
sioner at the close of half an hour of crose 
examination by his audience. “ We now are 
demanding that milk shall be free of tuber- 
culoesis germs, and we intend that it shall be. 
In requiring the tuberculin test we are mak- 
ing only such rules as are approved by the 
department of agriculture of this govern- 
ment and by other governments. 

We intend to begin enforcing thie ordi- 
nance in those quarters in which It ts op- 
posed. Those of you who show an inclina- 
tion to comply with ite provisions will be 
assisted in every way. Those who are an- 
tagonistic will receive no favors. We are 
going to do our duty in protecting the health 
of this community whether our course is ap- 
proved or disapproved by milk shippers, 
dealers, and consumers.”

MAJ. WHAM, CULLOM’S FRIEND, 
DROPS DEAD IN WASHINGTON. 


Tilinois Soldier Who Besieged Congress 
Fourteen Years for Rank of Colonel 
Victim of Hemorrhage. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—- [Special.] 
Maj. Joseph W. Wham, V. S. A., retired, of 
Salem, III., dropped dead on a Washington 
street this morning. The physician sum - 
moned pronounced him dead from cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Maj. Wham possessed a warm friend in 
Benator Cullom. For years the major was a 
_ familiar figure around the capitol corridors 

@uring the sessions. He had been knocking 
at the doors of congress for fourteen years 
for legislation conferring on him the rank 
of colonel, of which he had been deprived 
as a result of enforced retirement due to 
trouble with his superiors. 

Senator Cullom was his constant friend 
and insistent in the view that gross injustice 
was done to Maj. Wham, who enlisted in the 
army originally as a private in the Twenty- 

*firet IIIIinois infantry in June, 1861, com- 
manded by Gen. U. S. Grant. 

He was appointed major in the pay corps 
on the recommendation of Gen. John A. 
Logan in 1877, and was retired in May, 1901. 
At ohe time he was charged with technical 
violation of the army regulations and sus- 

_ pended for a time. Under President Cleve- 
jland’s second administration the unexecuted 
portion of the sentence was remitted. Later 

Maj. Wham went on the retired list as major, 

but never was able to induce congress to 

advance him to the pay and rank of colonel, 
retired.

Cesar Dal Piro filed a bill in chancery in 
the Superior court yesterday to enjoin the 
county board and other county officials from 
making any appropriation for Frank J. 
Loesch, special state’s attorney for the 
prosecution of persons implicated in pri- 
mary election frauds. Dal Pino isa saloon- 
keeper. 

The bill seeks also to compel Loesch and 
his assistants to return to the county treas- 
ury any money they have received for their rea to 
services. The case will be angued this morn- - 
=. before either Judges Barnes or Judge 
Ball. 

Dal Pino, as a taxpayer, says that State's 
Attorney John E. W. Wayman is the proper 
official to direct the prosecution of alleged 
violators of the primary law. 


Alleges Waste of Public Money. 

The office force, the special attorneys, ang 
investigators appointed by Mr. Loesch,” the 
bill asserts, “ are superfluous, unnecessary, 
and constitute an extravagance and waste 
of public money.” 

The bill then recites that Mr. Wayman has 
asked an appropriation of $175,000 for the 
year and Mr. Loesch has asked approxi- 
mately one-third as much, 

Mr. Loesch is also claiming $100 a day as 
compensation, complains Dal Pino, and 
for a year he would demand $300,000 as sal- 
ary. This office willycost more than $1,000 a 
week to operate, not considering the salary

Fears Long Tenure of Office.

PREPARE FOR THE OPENING. 


Change of Environment Proves Tonic 
and Future Is Bright. 


The Woman's Athletic club practically ts 
settled in its new home in the Harvester 
building, although another month will have 
rolled around before its opening reception 
will be given and the public will be permitted 
to peep behind its new curtains. 

The dining room is ready for luncheons and 
dinners, the living room for the entertain- 
ment of members, the gymnasium for the 
dancers and the fencers, the sun parlor for 
Its loungers, the kitchen for its workers, and 
the beautꝭ rooms for beauty, but down in the 
basement workmen are still putting together 
the marble for the swimming pool, and there 
aré many details to be worked out before the 
‘members themselves will consider their home 
completed, 

When it was announced several months ago 
that the Woman's Athlete club contemplated 


moving from the home of its birth on Michi- 


gan avenue, near Adame street, a hue and 
cry went up from its interested friends, but 
change of environment has proved a tonic, 
and the future never has given greater prom- 
ise for the organization than now. 


Hearken to Voice of Experience. 
The new home has been furnished with a 
view to the hearkening to the voice of ex- 
perience. The parlors have passed and in- 
stead the great room in the front ofthe 
second floor of the Harvester building over- 
looking Michigan avenue and Harrison street 
is to be. known as the living room and its 
furnishings are in accordance with its name. 
Great deep davenports of mahogany but of 
plain design are placed at intervals through 
the room, the floors are covered with orien- 
tal rugs of subdued pattern, arm chairs 
of wicker have been silvered to accord with 
the harmony of color, and a long table is 
piled with late magazines. 

Off in one corner is a piano looking home- 
like with the music cabinet nearby and an in- 
viting mahogany writing desk—not one of 
the toy creations usually designed for wom- 
ankind, but one of ample proportions—is 
placed not far from the cabinet. Down near 
the dining room are grouped a few tea ta- 
bles where the women may come in for the 
English brew after shopping in the after- 
noon. 


Three Sets of Curtains. 


This living room is fifty feet square, and 
to acd to its attractiveness the great office 
windows are hung with three sets of curtains. 
The glass is veiled with fine net sash curtains 
with inner side draperies of rose silk, and the 
whole framed in heavy curtains of chintz, 
with big flower design. The room is ap- 
proached through a large reception hall done 
in gréen, with Flemish oak finishings and

Wardens Who Would Shield Rec- 
tor Cause of the Disagreement. 


CHOIRMASTER TO QUIT POST. 


Case Being Prepared for Grand Jury; 
Detectives Seek New Evidence. 


* 


While State's Attorney John E. W. Way- 
man was preparing to present criminal 
charges before the grand jury against the 
Rev. Robert Morris Kemp, former rector of 
St. Chrysostom’s church, who was accused 
by choir boys, it became known yesterday 
that the governing body of the church had 
found itself almost irreconcilably split. In- 
cidentally it became known that the resigna- 
tion of Choirmaster Charles E. Allum had 
been accepted, to take effect on Jan. 1. 

Ever since the first discord in the church 
six months ago when the minister resigned 
under fire the vestry has been composed of 
two factions. Recently efforte have been 
made to wipe out the differences between the 
vestrymen, but a meeting on Sunday con- 
vinced the most optimistic that harmony 
had not been attained. 

Although the division has not come on one 
issue alone, the disposal of the case of the 
Rev. Mr. Kemp was the first rock, and the 
echoes of it have been the succeeding ob- 
stacles which have made the disagreement 
continue. 


Split Caused by Wardens. 
Primarily the split has been caused by the 
two wardens of the church, Dr. John H. Chew 
and W. D.C. Street. According to the canon- 


ical law no meeting of the vestry can be held 


unless at least one of the wardens is present, 
and that restriction has prevented the hold- 
ing of any rump sessions at which the 
causeg of trouble might be disposed of. 

The wardens avowedly have been inclined 
to shield the Rev. Mr. Kemp. They argued 
that their attitude wae taken for the good of 
the church, but it did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the other seven vestrymen. They 
were agreed that stern judgment should hold 
sway, but, as they were powerless after the 
two wardens left a meeting, they could not 
carry out their wishes. 

Then a second element—that of money— 
entered into the situation. The church par- 
ish house had been built by the contracting 


| of a debt for which the two wardens and 


F. F. Norcross and J. H. Whiting, two of the 
vestrymen, were sureties. The presence of 
their signatures on the notes is said to have 
had a part in inducing these two mmebers of 
the vestry to stand by the wardens on mat- 
ters of business management. 


Only Business Discussed. 

The meeting on Sunday brought out the 
fact that only by a common sacrifice of per- 
sonal views could the board get together 
so that the financial difficulties of the church 


‘might be solved. For this purpose the ves- 


trymen avoided all subjects that might bring 
up discord and attended only to business 
matters. 

The chief of those disposed of was the 
resignation of Dr. Charles E. Allum as choir- 
master, to take effect Jan. 1. The expenses 
of the music department had fallen behind 
$500, a part of which was the choirmaster’s 
salary, and it was accepted that this ac- 
counted for his withdrawal. 

State’s Attorney Wayman did not bring 
the case against the Rev. Mr. Kemp be- 
fore the grand jury during the day, and his 
delay was ascribed to the continued success 
of his detectives in discovering new evi- 
dence that may prove of value.

| BURNING BOAT BXCITES MANY 


Telephones Kept Busy After Fire 
Aboard Vessel Is Noticed. 


TENDER TO GAMBLING SHIP. 


Small Passenger Steamer Eagle Con- 
demned and Ordered Destroyed. 


A boat burning in the lake, a mile out from 
the Chicago Beach hotel; great ex- 
citement along the south shore last evening. 
For forty minutes, while the flames were 
shooting from the dark hulk, telephone lines 
to life saving crews and police and fire sta- 
tions were-busy. Upon inquiry the boat 
proved to be the Eagle, a small passenger 
steamer which was used three years ago as 
a tender te.the gambling boat, the City of 
Traverse. 

The Eagle was condemned by United States 
inepectors ag unfit to carry passengers and 
as a menace to navigation in the river. For 
two years it had been tied up near the Di- 


vision street bridge in the north branch of 


the river. The contract for burning the 
boat to the water’s edge and sinking it was 
given to the Great Lakes Dredge and Dock 
company 

According to G. A. Lilienecrantz, assistant 
United States engineer, who ordered the boat 
burned, it should not have been destroyed 
until today. An inspector had been assigned 
to go with the dredging company employés 
and see that the order was carried out. 

They had no right to burn it tonight.“ 
said Mr. Liliencrants. They may not be 
paid for their work as a result.” 

Ira B. Mansfield, government inspector of 
steamboats, condemned the Eagle two years. 
ago. Efforts were made to repair it, but it 
was found impoesible to fix the boat up 80 
that it would meet with the requirements as 
to safety. Recently the vessel has been used 
as a home by laborers. The dredging work 
in the north branch had to be stopped on 
account of the impediment this boat offered, 
and this was the reason for ite destruction.

Young Woman’s Story of Whipping.

She lived with him four years, and 
a child was born. Last August she sued him 
for divorce, charging cruelty, and asking 
maintenance. Barly in September the riders 
visited her father’s home and left word that 
she must withdraw the suit. She failed to do

On both occasions she was at her sister's 
home. The riders seemed to have realized 
this, for on Sept. 30, about 11 o’clock at night, 
they went to the sister's house. Mrs. Johnson 
awoke from a sound sleep beside her babe, to 
find her bedroom filled with masked and 
armed men. A man she recognized as Fred 
Pinion, one of the defendants, was standing 
so close she could touch him. 

We have come to tell you for the last time 
that you must dismiss that divorce suit,“ 
said Pinion. 

Iwill not withdraw it,“ she replied. 

Tou will before we get through with vou,“ 
replied Pinion. 


Stripped to Waist and Lashed. 

Mrs. Johnsow insisted she would press the 
case. Then the band filed out into the yard 
to consult. In a few moments they returned. 
Pinion stepped over te the young woman's 
bed and said: 

Come with us.!“ 

Two others seized the young woman, 
dragged her roughly from the bed in her 
night clothes and out into the night. They 
hurried her about 250 yards away. They 
threw her on a log, stripped her to the waist, 
and one of them beat her across the shoulders 
with a strap. 

After the first beating they asked her if she 
would dismiss the suit. She said no. Then 
she again was whipped. This time her fight- 
ing spirit was broken, and she sobbingly said 
she would give in to their demands. 

“ Let’s give her another, said one of the 
band. 

No,“ replied Pinion. 
enough.“ 

Bloodcurdling Oaths of Riders. 

Surrounded by a detail of six soldiers with 
rifles and*revoiver holsters open, Frank 
Fehringer was brought into court to testify 
against his former associates of the mask. 

Fehringer was one of the first members of 
the band. He went on the first ride and vis- 
ited Marslis’ store, when there was a. feud 
between the riders of Tipton county and 
those of Obion county. The oath he took 
was: 

“I solemnly swear that I wish to join 
the Society of Night Riders and that 1 
will never wrfte; tell, or talk about any-

HAS WRITTEN PLEDGES. 


Does Not Believe Name of Any 
Other Republican Will Be 
Before Legislature. 


®enator Albert J. Hopkins, returning from 
Washington, met a number of his Illinois 
friends yesterday at.the Union League club 
and informed them that he had the written 
pledges of 117 Republican members of the 
legislature, solemnly promising that their 
votes would be cast for him in the senatorial 
election in the general assembly next month. 

This news was received by the friends ‘of 
Mr. Hopkins as indicative of the cinch which 
the senator has on his reslection, provid- 
ing the Republican members who have 
pletiged themselves stand by their word. 

Mr. Hopkins said he had no reason to 
think that they would not and therefore 
regards himself as the only possible Repub- 
Iican candidate for the United States sen- 
ate to be considered by the legislature. 


Governor Not Present. 
Gov. Deneen did not come to Chicago to 
meet Mr. Hopkins on his return and proba- 
bly wilh have no dealings with the senator 
until the matters of legislative organization 
and senatorial succession have been settled. 

Speaker Joseph G. Cannon was one of those 
who gathered with Mr. Hopkins, and he was 
‘as optimistic regarding tariff revision as was 
the senator regarding his reélection. 

With the exception of the speaker the party 
which was entertained by Senator Hopkins 
was composed of members of his campaign 
committee, of which United States Marshal 
Luman T. Hoy is chairman. 

Mr. Hopkins’ view of the senatorial issue 
was given in a short statement in which in 
addition to reporting pledges from 117 mem- 
bers of the legislature, 108 being necessary 
for election, he said that the Republican 
state central committee had officially recog- 
nized bim as the candidate of the party by 
assessing him for the campaign expenses just 
as it assessed the other candidates. 

He said that his intention to ask an indorse- 
ment of his candidacy of the Republican 
state convention had been advertised in ad-

: Paid His Assessment. 

“Every county had warning of this,“ he 
eaid. “ Every county delegation had oppor- 
tunity to express itself.

WARSHIP SENT TO VENEZUELA? 


Battleship Maine Leaves Norfolk Under 
Sealed Orders—Its Destination Is 
Kept Secret. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—The most com- 
plete mystery so far as any officia) admission 
can be obtained surrounds the destination of 
the battleship Maine, which left Norfolk to- 
day under sealed orders. 

Neither the state nor the navy department 
officials will make any statement on tne sup- 
ject any more than to-say that tne vessel nas 
gone on a cruise, and they will not deny 
nor affirm rumors that were current toaay 
that the ship is dound for any dquty at or in 
the vicinity of Venezuelan waters. 

It has been the belief of the state depart- 
ment that the feeling manifested in such a 
furceful manner in Caracas last week woulda 
develop into something more serious, result- 
ting in the formation of a government with a 
new president at its head. in such case it 
would be desirable to have at hand a war ves- 
sel for‘any duty that it might be called upon 
to perform. 

As the battleship Maine is equipped with 
wireless telegraphy, this afigras a ready 
means of communication with tne United 
States if necessary. 


WHITE SLAVE CASES HURRIED. 


Solicitor General Joins in Plea of Chi- 


cagoans That,Their Hearings 
Be Set Forward. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—The solicitor 
general today joined with counsel for Louls 
Ullmann and Joséph Keller of Chicagoina 
petition for the advancement of the hearing 
of the cases of Ullman and Keller, each of 
whom is serving a sentence of eighteen 
months in the government penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kas., on the charge of me- 
gally harboring alien women. 

The law involved is an amendment to the 
immigration statutes, which was enacted last 
February, anc already a number of cases 
have arisen under it. 

It is.contended on behalf.of the prisoners 
that the enactment is unconstitutional, and 
it was urged that if the case is not advanced, 
the men will have concluded their sentences 
before’ it can be heard.

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that the party should declare itself for the 
double standard at a ratio of sixteen to one. 

Mr. Teller was at the head of that band of 
Republican delegates at the Republican na- 
tional convention at St. Louis who marched 
out of the hall and left the party upon the 
adoption of the gold standard ‘plank just prior 
to the nomination of William McKinley. . 
All of those men who left the party at that 
time, if I remember rightly, have been buried 
under political avalanches, and Teller is the 
last to go. 

He is to be succeeded by a Democrat and 
it is possible he might have succeed him- 
self had he cared to be a candidate. He is 
an old man, however, rapidly approaching 
the four score mark, and the infirmities of 
age have been painfully apparent at times 
during his recent service in the senate. 

There are to be more.really notable sen- 
atorial fights this year than is ordinarily the 
case. The most sensational of these, of 
course, will be that in Ohio, due to the fact 
that one of the leading candidates is a half 
brother of the president eject. It is werth 
remembering, however, t both candidates 
were early champions dt Mr. Taft and wheth- 
er Burton or Charles P. Taft succeeds, the 
administration will have an extremely firm 
friend in at least one of the Ohio senators. 


Senate Will Miss Foraker. 

Neither of the two leading candidates for 
the senate from Ohlo possesses the capacity 
of Senator Foraker for a rough and tumble 
debate, and it will be a long time before 
either one of them will be equipped for the 
setto with men like Tillman, Bailey, or Cul- 
berson. Mr. Foraker was one of the really 
strong constitutional lawyers in the senate, 
and, although he broke with the Roosevelt 
administration almost from the outset, he 
was none the less a valuable man to have in 
the senate from a purely party point of view. 

Senator Hemenway of Indiana, is to be 
succeeded by a Democrat. He is a new man 
in the senate, having succeeded to Mr. Fair- 
banks’ seat when the latter became vice 
president. For that reason the shift from a 
Republican to Democratic seat will not beas 
apparent as it would have been if some one 
of the old guard were to be replaced by a 
political opponent at the present time. 

Whether his successor shall be Kern, Tag- 
gart, Shively, Lamb, or some less well 
known Democrat will make little difference 
to the prospects of the Taft administration 
so far as the senate is concerned. It is as- 
sumed that the Democratic senators will as 
a rule vote for lower duties, although as a 
matter of political tactics they are certain 
to embarrass the administration as much as 
possible. 

Senate Is Becoming Younger. 

Young men are coming to the front almost 
more rapidly in the senate than in the house, 
and it is certain the age Umit is being re- 
duced, while the length of service of the 
average senator is a great deal shorter than 
Was the case a generation or so ago. 

Since the Republicans were returned to 
power in 1897 with the inauguration of Me- 
Kinley, the better known members of the 
senate have been dropping off, and the in- 
fluence has been more widely. distributed in 
the body than before. Within that time 
Dave Hill, Gorman, Allison, Mark 
Hanna, Brice, John M. Palmer, Vilas, Matt 
Quay, Spooner, Morgan, Vest, Hoar, Platt of 
Connecticut, Voorhees, and many others of 
the old leaders have passed beyond the po- 
litical horizon, so that one may count easily 
on his fingers the senators in their seats after 
March 4 who held their office when McKinley 
was inaugurated twelve years before. 

The senate is rapidly. becoming the pro- 
gressive branch of congress. and Im all the 
changes which have taken place there has 
been generally slaughter of rich men like 
Clark of Montane and Dryden of New Jer- 
sey. They are frequently succeeded by other 
rich men, who are often more conservative, 
hut the ¢emper of the people is unmistakable, 
and the senate is slowly but surely respond: 
ing to it.

THAW MUST I 1] ASYLUM 


Trip to W Headed Off 
by Federal Court. 


NEW YORK WINS ITS FIGHT. 


Point of Incompetency as. Witness in 
Bankruptey. _ / 


> 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 21—Harry k. 


Thaw, slayer of Stanford White and now in 
the state hospital for the criminal insane at 
Matteawan, N. Ta cannot be taben to Pitts- 
burg to testify in bankruptcy proceedings, 
according to a decision handed down today 
by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
in this city. The decision affirms the action 
of Judge Young in the United States court 
for the western district of Pennsylvania. 

Judge Young quashed a writ of habeas 
corpus commanding Robert B. Lamb, super- 
intendent of the Matteawan asylum, to turn 
Thaw over to a United States marshal for 
the prisoner's appearance at Pittsburg. The 
writ had been allowed by Judge Archbald of 
the United States court for the middle dis- 
trict of Penneylvania, sitting at Scranton, 
who was looking after the business in Judge 
Young’s court while the latter was in 
Europe last summer. 

The opinion of the court today. was by 
Judge Dallas and coneurred in hy Judges 
Gray and Buffington. The opinion says: 
“The contention that the original order was 
an order of a judge, not of a court, and there- 
fore returnable to Judge Archbald, is not 
well founded. The motion to quash the writ 
was for determination in the exercise of a 
sound discretion. 

“The question was not as to the sanity or 
insanity of Thaw. Certain it is that Thaw 
was in custody as an insane person. It did 
not appear that there was an immediate 
necessity for his testimony, but it was shown 
that his competency to ‘testify, to say the 
least, was open to serious question, and it is 
not to be presumed that any court would issue 
a writ of habeas cerpus to bring before it a 
person to testify who when ‘brought gould 
not testify.”

that Galpin automatically resigned 
us te senatorship when he became clerk 
of the Municipal caurts, Judge Chytraus 
stated that his decision did not cover in- 
stances where the salaries of legislative 
membership did not overlap remurera- 
tion for county or municipal appointments, 
8 Mr. Schmitt's action came as a sur- 
prise 

In bis letter to the author of his appoint- 
ment he stated that he stepped down only 
in order to avold criticism on the ground that 
he was holding two public offices. His was 
the second retirement of the kind—Represen- 
tative Al Glade, also an assistant criminal 
court clerk, having been the first—but it is 
predicted that others will follow because of 
the*strong public opinion that has been 
aroused by the revelations of double job 
holding. 

Tells Reasons for Decision. 

After explaining his position, Mr. Schmitt 
wrote Judge Chytraus as follows: 

“After reading the decision to which I

Eight Men Minds of Disorderly 
Conduet Return to New Town. 


PEONAGE INQUIRY STILL ON. 


Federal Grand Jury Hears Evidence 


of Laborers and Officials, 


Charges of peonage and armed “ persua- 
sion in connection with the American Corn 
Products Refining company, whose plant is 
at Argo. III., occupied the federal grand 
jury and the Municipal court yesterday. 
While the grand jury was occupied in hear- 
ing the testimony of a half dozen laborers 
in the federal building, Municipal Judge 
Newcomer heard the cases of eight men who 
left the plant Saturday night and came to 
Chicago and who were arraigned on charges 
of disorderly conduct. 

Among the witnesses who testified before 
the grand jury were M. A. Kaysar, paymas- 
ter for the Lake Construction company, 
Charles Norton, a timekeeper for the same 
concern, and Herman Bates, a cook em- 
ployed by the Pattee-Truitt Commissary 
company, the concern which furnished the 
workmen for the contract and supplied them 
with food, lodging, and clothing. 


Plead to Escape Bridewell. 

The men who appeared before Judge New- 
comer substantiated in part the charges of 
peonage and forcible detention, but pleaded 
to be allowed to return to the plant rather 
than be sentenced to the bridewell. Rob- 
ert Johnson declared he narrowly escaped 
death on one oecasion when he attempted 
to escape. A guard thrust a revolver at 
him and forced him to climb down from 
the stockade, he asserted. 

He also declared that when the men went 
there they were given clothing, roam, board, 
and tobacco This created an indebtedness 
and until that had been taken from a salary 
amounting to $1.75 a day they were practi- 
cally prisoners. 


Says Suit Proved Worthless. 

Herman Peterson, one of the defendants, 
told the court that while employed by the 
Lake Construction company he was given a 
new sult of clothing, which soon went to 
pieces, although it took him several months 
to work out the payment on it. 

All the defendants declared they would re- 
turn to work and“ started for Argo upon 
being dismissed by the court. 

Coroner Hoffman also took a hand in the 
investigation into the alleged shooting of a 
workman who attempted to leave the stock- 
ade. He instructed Detective George Scriv- 
ner of the coroner's office to communicate 
with the police at Argo if there is any basis 
for charges that an employé at the Corn 
Products plant had been shot while at- 
tempting to leave the place.

DISTURBING THE SCHOOLS, - 
Is the teacher of my children efficient? 
Is the instruction good? Is discipline 
maintained? Are my children securing 
from their school days the advantages 
they should gain? Those are the ques- 
tions in whose affirmative answer every 
citizen of Chicago who patronizes the 
public school is interested. 

The answer must be negative when the 
teacher is constantly disturbed by the 
hubbub and confusion which prevails in 
the Ohicago schools.

THE MARITIME CONFERENCE. 

The last Hague conference recommend- 
ed the creation of an international prize 
court. Before such a court can be cre- 
ated there must be an agreement of the 
naval powers on a code which shall regu- 
late warfare on the high seas.

It the cost of production of a ton of 
pigiron in Great Britaii, where one-third 
of the ore used is imported, is $9, while 
in the United States it ls about $14.75, a 
good sized duty is required for the pro- 
tection of the iron and steel industry. It

When it is a question of revising the 
iron and steel duties the Steel corpora- 
tion is an interested party. It may say 
through its representative that it would 
not cate what was done i¢ it were not 
concerned for the welfare of its little 
brothers, the independent concerns whose 
elimination would give the great corpora- 
tion a monopoly. Some of them, it may 
be observed, not having heaped up a 
mountain of obligations, would be as well 
able to take care of themselves with 
lower duties as the Steel corporation 
would be. It does not wish to see duties 
lowered, because it knows that would 
mean lower prices and smaller profits. 

There is reason to believe that an in- 
quiry by unprejudiced experts would re- 
veal that it coste about $12.50 to produce 
a ton of pigiron in England. while it can 
be produced at southern points of manu- 
facture for about $10. Mr. Taft said in 
his speech at the Ohio society dinner 
that it was the duty of the committee 
on ways and means to make actual 
efforts” to determine the difference be- 
tween domestic and foreign cost of pro- 
duction, There would be a manifest lack 
of “actual efforts” if it were to take the 
word of an American fronmaster as to the 
cost of producfion abroad. To do that 
would be to allow him to write the iron 
and steel schedule. Such things have been 
done in the past, but if permitted now 
there could be no honest tariff revision. 


Mr. Carnegie said to the ways and

He is not a Boer, but haile from Java, 
where his father was a petty lawyer, and his 
mother a native. He received his education 
at Amsterdam, instead of Batavia, where the 
dusky hood in his veins would have ham- 


pered his echolastic career, made the ac- 


quaintance of Kruger and Smit when they 
visited Europe as a delegation in 1884, and 
rendered himself so useful to them when 
they were at The Hague, especially in con- 
nection with the Netherlands railroad con- 
cession to certain fitanciers of Amsterdam, 
that he was invited by Kruger to accompany 
him back to Pretoria, where in course of time 
he became state attorney. Subsequently 
he was advanced to secretary of state, and he 
availed himself of this position to undertake 
frequent missions to Europe. 

It was the reports which he made of his 
visits to the various capitals of Europe, of 
his confidential interviews with the leading 
continental statesmen, that encouraged 
President Kruger and the Boer government 
to resist all the demands by England that 
Englishmen, and, for the matter of that, other 
foreigners as well, should enjoy the same 
civic rights as the Boers in the Transvaal, 
that is to say, in a state vassal to the English 
crown, and subject to its suzerainty. 

— 

Had it not been for these mostly men- 
dacious and misleading reports of Dr. Leyds 
it ls probable that Kruger and hig govern- 
ment would have yielded to the demands of 
Great Britain, and there would have been 
no war. Of course, as soon as the latter was 
seen to be inevitalje, and on the point of 


breaking out, Dr. Leyds betock himself to 


Europe as the resident plenipotentiary there 
of the Boer government, and on the under- 
standing that he was to gecure the interven- 
tien of the continental governments in the 
Transvaal'e behalf against England he was 
intrusted with large sums of mosey, which 
he intimated would be necessary to influence 
the press. He established the headquarters 
of his legation at Brussels, and as long as 
postal and telegraphic communic:§ ions with 
the Boer republic remained open continued 
to draw upon them for funds. 

When Pretoria fell Leyds vanished from 
sight, and it is a peculiar fact that neither 
Kruger, when he fied to Europe, nor any of 
the other Boer leaders were able to obtain 
satisfactory accounts from Leyde of his ex- 
penditures, nor even of his activities in their 
behalf. Indeed, he avoided them, and lay 
low. Certain it is that he never raised a 
finger after the war was over in behalf of 
those of his former associates who had sac- 
rificed everything in the defense of their 
nativetlagd, and who, completely ruined, and 
exiled, sought refuge tn Europe.

He himself, it u understood today, pleads 
poverty, which has been made the pretext 
for granting him a pension. But there are 
others who insist that he has pu away most 
of the large sums of money which he received 
until the fall of Pretoria, for secret service 
purposes, and which he is likewise known to 
have nefariously obtained in connection with 
the Netherlands railroad and Selati railroad 
scandals, in which the graft assumed pro- 
portions altogether phenomena]. 

It may be of interest to add that this ex- 
tremely clever adventurer, who succeeded in 
hoodwinking so suspicious a character as 
President Kruger, and who prior to the 
South African war enjoyed not merely offi- 
cial, but intimate confidential intercourse 
with most of the leading statesmen of 
Europe, is a professed atheist. When he 
first informed President Kruger that he 
believed in no God, that pious old ruler, 
whose Mble and whose pipe were hig insep- 
arable companions, and who was as vigorous 
a pastor and pulpit orator as he was a chief 
magistrate, smoked for several minutes in 
silence, and then exclaimed: “ Young man, 
it grieves me, it hurts me, and I blame you 
much. But if you do your duty faithfully 
and trustworthily as an honorable man, 
there need be no objection to your serving 
thig republic.“

Every now and again the French govern- 
ment expels a certain number of foreigners 
as undesirable, and during the last two 
years has been particularly active in this 
connection against men who were without 
any visible means of livelihood beyond their 
winnings at cards, and sometimes even less 
reputable methods. Official notice has just 
been given at Paris of the expulsion on these 
grounds of nine foreigners, 

There are no Americans among them; but 
an Englishman of the name of Maurice Salis 
Schwabe, and an Itallan—namely: Count 
Genaro Guro di Castelmenardo, brother of 
that Count Vessichio Gurgo di Castelmen- 
ardo, who is married to the former Edith Van 
Buren, great-grandniece of President Mar- 
tin Van Buren, and daughter of the late 
Gen. Thomas Van Buren. The remainder 
are Hungarians, among the number being 
Count Andrew Festetics, the 25 year old son 
of the Magyar nobleman of the same name 
who formerly held cabinet office in the king- 
dom of Hungary as minister of agriculture, 
and was married to Countess Helen Pejacse- 
vich, dame de palais at the courts of Pesth 
and of Vienna. Count Andrew Festeties and 
his scapegrace son are only remotely related 
to Count Tassilo Festetics of Tolna, the head 
of the house, and grand master of the royal 
court of Pesth. 
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Countess Vessichio Castelmenardo, who 
divides her time between the Van Buren 
homestead, near Englewood, in New Jersey, 
and the south of France, and who achieved 
considerable celebrity by @ trip of explora- 
tion to the Klondike in its early days, is sep- 
grated from her Italian husband. 
her exceptional experience of European life 
and law stood her in good stead, for,when she 
ascertained that the count was not disposed 
to regard as binding the obligations of Adel 
ity imposed by marriage, she did not content 
herself with merely closing her doors and 
her purge to him, but had him sent to jail 
for three months, availing herself of those 
French and Italian laws which provide for 
terms of imprisonment for matrimonial 
faithleseness in the case of either husband or 
wife.

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 21.—- [Special. I- Chair - 
man Garry Herrmann of the national com- 
mission has made a warm reply to President 
Murphy of the Cubs anent the ticket scalp- 
ing ease.

I am in receipt of your communication of Dec. 
19, which might be construed as a statement from 
the Chicago club relative to the finding mae in 
its ticket scalping case. In your communication 
you algo quest ion the authority of the commission 
to adopt a rule provide that the sale of tickets 
for the world’s series should hereafter be handled 
by the national commission. 

In reply thereto I will state that copies of thie 
communication will be forwarded to my colleagues. 
I do not know whether or not the commission will 
reply thereto. 


Just Read This, Says Garry. 


In this connection, however, there are several 
matters that I want to make plain to you, and I 
wish to state them in a manner that cannot be 
misunderstood. 

First, it has been clearly established from the 
personal knowledge that the commission had in 
this matter and the proof that was submitted that 
the Chicago baseball public was treated outrage- 
ousiy during the last world’s series. 

Second. it Khas also been clearly established from 
the evidence that tickets found their way into 
the hands of scalpers and were sold to the public 
at exorbitant prices. These tickets were obtained 
in the offices of the Chicago club before any public 
sale was made at the places announced for their 
sale. 

Third, to prevent a recurrence of this kind in 
the future, the commission will adopt rules and 
regulations governing the sale of these tickets by 
them for all coming wprld's series. 

Fourth, while it is no doubt true that a settle- 
ment was made by your club for the tickets that 
were returned insofar as the players’ end is con- 
cerned, it must not be forgotten that these tickets 
should have gone into the hands of the public, who 
stood in line many hours at a great inconvenience 
to them and who were desirous of securing them at 
the regular prices. 


Will Protect the Public. 


Fifth, that the Chicago club has been incon- 
sistent in this entire controversy is established 
over your own signature. 

Sixth, the commission realizes that it owes a 
duty to the baseball public as well as to the club 
owners and players. That being the case, it 
will hereafter use its authority to prevent. as 
has already been stated herein, a fecurrence of 
outrage and imposition on the Chicago baseball 
publica suche am i, was subjected to during the last 
world’s series.

Coach Warner algo has rated the leading 
twelve teams of east and west, and these rat- 
ings are indorsed as to the west but not as to 
the east by the Outing critic. 

Chicago is awarded an undisputed leader- 
ship in the west, with Wisconsin second. 
Kansas Is placed third over Illinois, which Is 
reduced to fourth place, Minnesota being 
placed fifth, Nebraska sixth, and Michigan 
seventh, Mr. Whitney lets these rankings 


stand, 
Harvard Placed First. 

In the east Harvard is placed first and 
Pennsylvania second by Coach Warner. Yale 
is given third place, Dartmouth fourth, and 
Carlisle fifth. The prominence given the In- 
dians ls amusing in view of the strong stand 
formerly taken by Caspar Whitney in the 
matter of rigid enforcement of eligibility 
rules and the memorable atrictures in the 
past against institutions, particularly in the 
west, which fell under Mr. Whitney's dis- 
pleasure. Brown is ranked seventh and West 
Point eighth. 

Mr. Whitney takes exception to Coach 
Warner's eastern ratings in two cases. He 
places Yale ahead of Pennsy!vania and West 
Point ahead of Brown, otherwise the ranking 
is indorsed. 

The Carlisle coach's selections for an all- 
eastern eleven are notable chiefly for his 
placing of Coy of Lale at end. He explains 
this transplanting of positions as follows:

Page of Chicago should be the unquestioned 
choice for All-Western end, and while there will 
be considerable difference of opinion regarding the 
choice for the other end, Schommer of Chicago 
seems entitied to the call over Rogers of Wiscon- 
sin and Reppert of -Ames. 


Osthoff and Wham at End. 


While good ends were plentiful in the west, 
there were not sO many good tackles as upon the 
eastern teams.

Many Raflroads Installing ‘Telephone 


Lines for Train Dispatching.

J te enebaniclahovimanses 
the freight teaming congestion near railroad 
receiving stations and expedite the handling 
of freight by proper routing of the vehicles 
is under consideration by a committee rep- 
resenting the Chicago General Managers’ a 
sociation and probably will be put into effect 
at an early dete. 

The plan was worked out out by the street 
traffic committee of the Chicago Association 
of Commercein 


It has been tested at the Le 

2 street freight station of the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern rallroad for nearly 

a year and has proved so satisfactory that 
a similar arrangement will be applied to 
every freight station in the downtown dis- 


trict. 
Details Nearly Finished. 

The details have béen arranged for all ex- 
cept the Dearborn street station of the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana, where several 
Obstactes remain to be overcome. As soon 
as everything in connection with the plan 
has been decided upon it will be made public: 
in a pamphlet to be issued by the street 
traffic committee of the Association of Com- 
merce, of which John T. Stockton is chair- 
man. W. J. Jackson, genera! manager of 
the Chicago and Eastern Ilundis, is chairman 
of the raflroad committee. 

As applied to the Lake Shore, the plan isin 
brief, to prescribe a routé for all receiving 
and delivering freight vehicles so that wagons 
going to and returning from the station will 
not interfere with each other and will not 
be obliged to turn around and block the 
path of other vehicles. Diagrams showing 
the routes. decided on will be printed and 
distributed to all whose duties require fami- 
larity with the routes, and the police depart- 
ment has agreed to exert every effort to see 
that drivers follow the prescribed routes. 


Roads Phones. 

Since the substitution of the telephone for 
the telegraph for dispatching trains was 
approved by the American railway associe- 
tion at its meeting in Chicago on Oct. 18, 
many ratilroeds have decided to extend their 
telephone lines. The Unton Pacific is now 
installing telephdénes for dispatching from 
North Platte west to Sidney, Neb., 123 miles. 
This is a single track line and equipped with 
block signals. The telephone boothe are 
used to display train signals as well as for 
receiving orders. 

The New York Central, which has used 
the telephone between Albany and Syracuse, 
is now extending its line from Syracuse to 
Buffalo, 150 miles. The Great Northern is 
now equipped with télephones for dispatching 
on the Minot division from Devil's Lake to 
Williston, N. D., 239 miles, and the line will 
be extended from Williston to Culbank, 
Mont., on the Montana division, 437 miles, 
and also on the Butte division, }07 miles. The 
Northern Pacific, which is now equipped 
from St. Paul to Fargo, is preparing to in- 
stall telephones on other lines, and the Erie 
is to build a telephone line from Meadville 
to Corry, Pa.

Cows and heifers good encugh 
to sell at $3.50 end higher met with a brisk call 
early, and instances of 10c gains were noted, but 
later local buyers held out for reduced values, and 
they had little trouble in weakening the market.

Several loads of prime hogs sold at $5.85 during 
the early trading, but all of these went to the 
shippers, and late in the day packers wanted the 
same class of stock at $5.75. 

Receipts of hogs, estimated at 85,000, were 85.000 
to 10.000 lighter than traders had expected. and 
speculators, believing that packers would not stop 
at prices. used little discrimination in paying the 
advanced prices asked at the opening. They re- 
gretted their recklessness later. however. being 
forced to accept 5@10c lower prices when they went 
to the packers to dispose of their holdings. 

Armour & Co, had 1,411 hogs from the St. Paul 
market and were among the last of the packers to 
get into the local trade. They bought only about 
8.000 hogs here. while Swift & Co. and Schwarzs- 
child & Sulzberger bought 3.000 each. and the ship- 
pers were credited with purchases of 8.000 hogs.

ON THE BOARD OF TRADE.
